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A Cheap Job of Whitewashing.

It ls amusing to belold the subterfuges re-
sorted to by our conservative brethren to
clear the memory of the late Chiel Justice
Taney of that terrible shadow, the inlamous
Dred Scolt declslon,  They now pretend thal
the Ohief Justice did not decide “that the
negro had po rights that the white man was
bound to respect,” but that he merely
asserted ms a historical fact that such was
the universal sentimeut of the country at the
time of the adoption of the Federal Constitn-
tion, and for a hundred years before. But
this does not mend the matter any. The
assumed historical fact i no fact, but an
abominable falsehood. There never was a
time in this country when such a sentiment
was generally entertained. At the very
period to which Chiel Justice Taney ascribed
the prevalency of that inhuman sentiment
negroes were citizens of the United States,were
volers on the same terms with other persons
in a majority of the States, were soldiers in
the Revolutionary army and in the militia
of many of the Stales. So that the late Chiel’ |
Justice is forced into the positlon either of
having been grossly ignorant of the history
of the country or having invented an inta-
mous sentiment, and falsaly ascribed it to the
fathers of the republie.

There is no escape from this. ‘The line of
detense resorted to by Taney’s apolo-
gists proves it. Thus, our Democratic
contemporary  attempts to show that
Taney’s statement that the negro
race was regarded as having no rights
that white men were bound respeet is his-
torieally correct by toe weak device of
quoting the ianguage of a Massachusegits
judge, forty years after slavery had been
abolished in that State,in which the judge |
deseribes the condition of a slave, and de-
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th lﬂnmla a bill which conlalnl within ltl
provisions the substance of the plan urged by
us some mouths ago. His aot authorizes the
State Treasurer L0 borrow $25,000,000, on six

| per cent. bonds (free of taxation), to take up

the overdue bonda of thw Commonwealth of
the same amount ; the new issus to be divided
as follows:—Five milllons payable at any
time after five and within ten years, Eight
millions payable at any time aflter ten and
within fifteen years. Ten millions payable at
any time after fifteon years. Bids for the
loan to be opened and awarded to the higheat
bidder, but no certificate to be negotiated for
less than par value. The overdue bonds and
certificates may be received in payment.

The provisions of this plan have the sanc-
tion of our able State Treasurer, Mr, William
H. Kemble, and seem to us at once foasible
and just, By this course the State does not
increase  her Indebtedness one cent. It
werely makes what is now a dishonest debt
become a lawful and legitimate ona, It

makes the form of debt uniform, and increnses |

its value thereby,es & regular lssue of the
game general interest and length of time
before maturity is much easier negotiated
thao a number of small miscellaneous loans.
There can be little doubt but that this loan
will command a premium, for all o which the
State will be the galner. By the eéxemption
irom taxation, the Injustice now done to the
holders of the overdue boads is obviated, and a
poweriul argument in favor of the new loun
is thus afforded,

Tbe gradual division of the maturing of the
loan renders it safe beyond all doubt. The
swplus given into the hands of the sinking
fund commission exceeds $1,500,000 wichin
the past four years, notwithstanding the heavy
war expense.  Consequently, there can be no
possible doubt of its extinguishment at the
time named. The last clause of the bill is an
act of justice at the expense of policy. It is
clearly proper that, as the holders of the old
loans have paid par for thelr investments
therefore they should receive par in return.
Makivg the old loans convertible into the new
will thus do justice, but will lose the State
considerable money which might have been
saved if she went into the market and bought
up her now depreciated bonds,

It 18 clear, however, that she ought rutlwr
to follow the dictates of right than of
policy. We do not know but that, after ali,
honesty is the best policy, for additional

scribes it correctly, a= slavery existed in the
United States from the beginning down to the
time of its abolition. But the question is
not as to the condition of slaves, but that ol
the negro race., Taney's sentiment was in-
vented to justity the exclusion of free colored
men from citizenship in the United States. |
That our contemporay should have resorted to
such a petty and transparent quibble shows
how desperate poor old Taney’s case is, He
stands convicted before the bar of history, of
invenling an infamous and jnbuman senti-
ment, and then of falsely ascrbing it to the
noble men who founded the American Re-
public;and he did all this for the purposs ol
decivizenizing ¢n entire race, and ol extend-
ing a syatem o terrible oppression over il the
| epritories of the United Stares.

The history of the Dred Scott decision is
instructive. That decision was the froit of
a conspiracy between the Sapreme Court and
the slave power, to extend slavery into the
Territories of the United States, and, finally:
into the free States themselves, It was in
exposing this conspiracy agmnst the liber-
tien of the country, that Abrabham Lincoln
first achieved that distinction which atter-
wards made him the standard-bearer of the
nation in its great and bloody contest with
the slave power. The decision itself nevar
carried with it any moral weight, The con-
science of the nation condemned it, The
other departments of the Government, and
the Court itself, have gince igunored it.
Negroes are now recognized by all the De-
partments of the Government as eitizens, and
are admitted to practice at the bar of the
very Court which decided that they were pot
eltizens, while the friends of the late Chief Jus-
tice are vainly seeking to scréen his memory
from the opprobrinm of the ecivilized world. |
Let the Supreme Court of to-day take warn-
ing! There is an Immortality of infamy as
well as ot glory.

A Long Needed Financial Relorm
Wi have freqently stated that the pressnt
condition of the finances of our State removed
us but one step above repudiating Mississippi.
With an ample revenue, and a yet more hril-
liant prospect in the fauture, the Common-
wealth has allowed her notes 15 mature and
become overdue, without taking the proper
précautions due her honor of providing for
their redemption. The consequences are,
that while bearing regulaxly paid interest,
and being as safe bonds as any in the conntry,
yet they have been for years considerably
below por. The original holders of these
bonds have lost heavily by this dereliction
of duty on the part of the State. They

receive In paper what was desigmed to be
paid in gold; they cannot sell their bonds
without heavy loss, and are at the same time

taxed by the State and Natlonal Govern-
ments.

1t Is, therefore, with no surprise that we
hear our contemporaries in nelghboring States
reflecting strongly on the loose, not to say
dishonest, mode of conducting public business
in Pennsylvania. The condition of our State
debt can at present be looked calmly in the
face without any alarm. Weare in a posi-
tion to right ourselves upon the mgord,
and to take up all these protested notes.
